REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
teach or fairly suggest an optical image recording system for electronic recording of optical 
information where the said optical image recording system comprises a lens system and a body 
wherein the said body has a configuration with a low height and with broad surfaces; 
characterized in that the said lens system is accommodated in said body and that the said lens 
system comprises: a front lens group having a first optical axis, a back lens group, consisting of 
one or more lenses, having a second optical axis, and that the said lens system has a ratio of the 
optical system height divided by the diameter of the circumferential circle of the formed image 
less than 4 wherein the said optical system height is the maximum projected distance on the first 
optical axis from any part of the optical system including lenses, filters, aperture stop, image 
recoding device and the body thereof
